On 
motion of Senator Archer the report 
was accepted. 
Next 
Monday 
after- 


noon at 2 o'clock the senate will meet 
:o discuss the code as amended. No 
plan of action has been <i«t«.-rmined 
upon by the Republicans. 
However, 


if possible, the bill will be voted upon 
before the senate adjourns Monday. 
It will depend altogether upon 
the 


time the Democrats will want for ar- 
gument. The minority has practically 
decided that Senator Royer shall rep- 
resent that side of the discussion. 


Senator Royer will offer two amend 


ments for the Democrats. Hr will pro- 
pose that ail of the Nash code after 
the enacting clause be stricken out, 
and that the revised Okey-Yorlt-Koyer 
bill be inserted. He will al.-o offer a 
primary election 
amendment This 


will provide that all municipal nomi- 
nations shall be made at primary 
elections. 


The majority in the senate put it- 


self on record as being opposed to 
tinkering with franchise*4a-a-s at this 
time. The Republicans voted solidly 
on the proposition not to Incorporate 
franchise sections in the code, and to 
leave the laws already on tiie statute 
books the 
method of graulinK to 


eiuasi-piibllc 
corporations 
rights to 


use streets and other municipal prop- 
erty. The contest was a decisive one. 
In no way can it be referred to as a 
fight, for the overwhelming majority 
against franchise fixing was BO appar- 
ent that the 
Democratic 
minority 


could do nothing but acquiesce in the 
wishes of the Republicans. 


Senator Hanna. at a meeting with 


legislators and others in the gover- 
nor's office, urged the passage of the 
proposed curative act. to make valid 
the franchise Of the Cincinnati Street 
Railway company. He takes this posi- 
tion, ho said, upon moral grounds 
solely, in order that innocent invest- 
ors may be protected. The announce- 
ment of Senator Hanna's views caus- 
ed a stir among the opponents of the 
measure, who realize now that the 
chance of defeating it is small.

Senator Hanna advised against any 
change In the present franchise laws 
and expressed approval of Senator

gether with a number of minor details. 
An amendment 
by Mr. Painter will 


permit Toledo and Youngstown to re- 
tain their boards for the operation of 
the waterworks system.

Dauphin 
county, on the south, a distance of 
more than 100 miles. The section ot 
the strike region in the vicinity of 
Forest City, which has been compar- 
atively quiet ever since the strike be- 
gan, has been greatly wrought up by 
crowds of strikers interfering with 
and beating men who had returned to 
work, and as a result Sheriff Maxey 
of Susquehanna county asked Gover- 
nor Stone for troops to assist him 
and other civil officers to preserve the 
peace. 


While there has been no big general 


riot, the disturbances have been of 
such a serious nature as to cause the 
authorities much apprehension. Every 
effort is being made by the sheriffs of 
the several counties affected and the 
troops to prevent disturbances from 
growing to such an extent as to cause 
bloodshed. 
Reports are coming in 


from every section of nonunion men 
and others being either shot or club- 
bed. 
Houses of workmen have been 


burned or dynamited, and attempts 
have been made to hold up coal trains 
or derail them. Coal is being shipped 
from many parts of the coal fields to

nism. The operators arc replying that 
the mines are their privat" property 
and that it is none of tbe business of 
the- public what tbey do with them. 


Unquestionably 
the mine owners 


(railroads) could, even in ordinary 
times, sell anthracite coal at present 
prices, but they are afraid of the pub- 
lic. They need an excuse f uruisbeii by 
a strike and a pretended shortage of 
coal. The longer the mines are left 
Idle the better the public will become 
accustomed to hijjh prices of coal and 
the less reduction in prices will have 
to be inado when mining is resumed.

of great strikes, great riots, low wage*, 
servile laborers, protected mills, tariff 
made millioiiarles and political bosses 
of the most obnoxious type.
